2. The meeting extended over about a two-hour period. 

Tne Bureau agreed that the Third Agency material in each of 
our -^iles was a problem and both the Agency and the Bureau 
agreed tnat we would prefer that no other agencies indicate 
to a requester that it has our material in their files 
Bureau representatives also indicated that they find them- 
’-elves in conflict with the Department of Justice on this 
imteria 1 but they feel that if we could discuss the matter 
wivh responsiole Justice officials and explain our problem, 
perhaps we .could get them to modify their position.
